WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—The offi- 
cial text of the German Admiralty 
proclamation, transmitted by Am-

ORDER 5 ISSUED 


FOR EIGHT CITIES 


Closing of Yards to Interstate 
Shipments Directed From 
Washington. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—As the result 
of discovery of foot and mouth infection 
in Chicago, Indianapolis, Louisville, Buf- 
falo, Cincinnati, Jersey City, Pittsburg 
and Columbus, the Department of Agri- 
culture today instructed its inspectors to 
close the yards in those cities to inter- 
state shipment of livestock after ship- 
ments in transit had been disposed of. 

An order prescribing details and de- 
claring whether the yards will be per- 
mitted to continue to receive cattle for 
immediate slaughter will be issued later. 
As to shipments in transit, the inspectors 
were instructed to allow. the livestock 
to go forward if they showed no symp- 
toms of the disease, had not ben handled 
in infected pens and were destined for 
immediate slaughter in quarantined 
areas. where Federal inspection of meats 
is maintained. 

Loss from the foot and mouth dis- 
ease in the present outbreak thus far 
has aggregated $3,399,110, the Bu- 
reau of Animal Industry announced 
today in The Agricultural Outlook. 
The outbreak of the disease, the most 
extensive ever known in the United 
States, now seems to be under con- 
trol as a result of the vigorous pol- 
icy of eradication followed, the Bu- 
reau states. 

Twenty States and the District of 
Columbia have been more or less af- 
fected since last October. By Jan. 31 
the work of checking’ the disease 
was virtually completed in all but 
seven States and further progress 
continually is being made. There 
have been slaughtered 46,268 cattle, 
47.735 swine, 7151 sheep and 22 
goats. So far the losses are mainly 
local and have had no appreciable 
general efect on the country's total 
suply of meat and dairy animals.

Dirken declared somebody else had 
shot him and said he never saw his 
assailant. An examination of the 
wound convinced physicians this story 
was plausible, for the 
course of the bullet was such as to 
make it doubtful Dirken had shot him- 
self. Moreover the bullet, which had 
emerged above the shoulder, was 
found back of the head ef the bed. 
From this the police have a theory 
that Dirken may have been shot and 
afterwards put on the bed.

COHAN TESTIFIES 
TO BUYING FROM

Philadelphia Defendant in Trial 
Denies He Knew Greenfield 
in the East. 


Harry A. Cohan of Philadeiphia, one 
of the four defendants in the Bank- 
ruptey-Trust’’ trial before Federal Judge 
Pollock, took the witness stand in his 
own behalf today. The Government is 
attempting to show he was associated 
with Charles L. (Bad-eyed) Greenfield 
in Philadelphia before Greenfield came 
to St. Louis and opened up the Great 
Western Jobbing House at 500 North 
Broadway, in October, 1912. 

Cohan was a partner in the firm of 
Cohan & Goldberg, dealers in general 
merchandise. He testified that he and 
Alfred Goldberg formed a partnership 
in 1918, after he had failed tn 1911 with 
$18,000 in Nabilities. 

Cohan said he never met Gréenfield 
until he and Goldberg came to St. Louis 
in response to a telegram from Morris 
M. Liebovitz of East St. Louis, offer- 
ing them several job lots of merchan- 
dise. 

He testified he and Goldberg ent to 
the Liebovitz home and from there to 
the home of Greenfield at 914 Hamilton 
avenue. He did not know while he was 
at Greenfield’s house, he testified, that 
Greenfield was proprietor of the Great 
Western Jobbing House. 

Cohan said that he and Goldberg 
bought the goods from Liebovitz and in- 
quired“if he knew of any other similar 
stocks that could be purchased cheap 
in this part of the country. Liebovitz, 
he said, directed him to the Great West- 
ern Jobbing House. 

He went there the next day, and met 
Greenfield again. It was not until then, 
he said, that Greenfield told him he was 
the head of the Great Western Jobbing 
House. Cohan insisted that he had 
never om te Greenfield in Philadelphia. 
He also declared that he had no connec- 
tion with the Great Western Jobbing 
House. Goldberg testified along similar 
lines yesterday.

As 
already stated the swit hing district of 
St. Louis covers an area of 7% square 
miles, in which there are 575 miles of 
tracks. The switching district of East 
St. Louis covers an area of 90 square 
miles and includes 250 miles of track. 

Difference in Length of Hauls. 

“The average length of haul from the 
inner group to East St. Louis by all 
lines is between 22 and 23 miles, the 
longest haul being 72 miles. Hut no 
less than one-third of the tonnage is 
handled into St. Louis and Fast St. 
Louls by the short industrially owned 
lines heretofore mentioned. The weight- 
ed haul of the Terminal for deliveries 
in the St. Louis switching district is 
said to be 8% miles, as compared with a 
weighted haul on East St. Louis deliv- 
eries or 5% miles as heretofore stated. 

“Furthermore, the, movement to St. 
Louis is through the congested districts 
of two cities over an expensive bridge 
or car ferry and frequently involves a 
two-line haul in addition to the service. 
of the Terminal Association. Exhibits 
filed of record show the charges per 
ton for the movement of coal over 
bridges} at New Albany, Jeffersonville 
and Evansville in the State of Indiana; 
at Ashland, Covington, Newport and 
Henderson in the State of Kentucky; at 
Cincinnati and Ironton in the State of 
Ohio, and Kenova in the State of West 
Virginia.

No Sufficient Basis for Change. 

After holding the ratiroads had shown 
to the commission that the increase in 
the rates was justified, the commission 
concluded its opinion with this further 
reference to the arbitrary:

order of the Illinoian Public Utilities 
Commission directing the railroads rot 
to put into eftect the proposed 5% cents 
a ton increase to East St. Louis. 

The increased rates from Illinois to 
St. Louis went into effect last Tuesday, 
following the failure of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission to make ar- 
rangements for further suspension, 
pending the decision which was handed 
down yesterday. The railroads also at- 


‘tempted to put the increased rates into 


effect to East St. Louis. 

The Illinois Commission, which al- 
ready had suspended the rates, issued 
direct orders to the railroads not to in- 
crease the St. Louis rate. The railroads 
showed a disposition to ignore the order 
of the Illinois Commission, which has 
supreme power over the Illinois rates. 
The Interstate Commerce Commission 
has no authority over an intrastate rate, 
and could not pass upon the application 
of the roads for an increase of the rate 
to East St. Louis. 

Asked to Enjoin Roads. 

The roads proposed to, increase the 
rate from & cents to 37% cents to East 
St. Louis, and from 52 cents to 67% 
cents to Bt. Louis. I. W. Ropiequet of 
Belleville, attorney for the Illinois coal 
cperators, notified the Illinois Public 
Service Commission that the railroads 
were trying to enforce the higher rates. 
He requested the commission to enjoin 
the railroads from violation of its ofder, 
end to ask for the assessment of a fine 
of $500 for each specific violation. 

If the 6% cents Increase should be defi- 
nitely suspended to East St. Louis, and 
put into effect to St. Louis, the arbitrary 
would be increased to 25% cents a ton, 
instead of the usual 20 cents a ton.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Feb. (Chars 
ing that the rafiroads “de not treat the 
public with the fullest honesty and un- 
cerity.“ William.J. Bryan, Secretary of 
State, spoke on The Railroads’ Rela- 
tion to the Business World,” at the 
annual banquet of the Transportation 
Club here last night. He told his audi- 
ence, which was largely made up of 
railroad men, that all reform ratte 
legislation has been brought abeut 
against the wishes of the railroads. 

“The men who have made their fer- 
tunes out of railroads,” he said, 
not made them out of salaries, 
being dishonest with their own 
panies. They have manipulated the 
market for years and have forced the 
small stockholder to sell out his held- 
ings, under financial strain.” 


He — * fact that “many Amer 
ican railroad presidents are much better 
paid than the President of the United 
States. 

He denounced watered stock” and de- 
clared that the railroads should have 
enough surplus laid by pay 4ivi- 
dends. 

Twenty years ago when he and 
other men were fighting against re- 
bates and other evils, he said, they 


were denounced as “demagogues.” He 


had the support of only two railroad 
presidents when he ran for Pres- 
dent, the Secretary said, yet he bore 
the railroads no malice. }

Rockefeller Helped to Stand. 

Thomas J. Egan, the Sérgeant-at- 
Arms, who had served the subpena at 
Pocantoco Hills, Thursday afternoon, 
helped Rockefeller up the steep little 
flight of steps at which he was to sit. 
Carnegie, four years his senior, had 
gone up them with a bound. With a 
parely perceptible inclination of the 
head toward the chairman, Rockefeller 
began his answers to the formal ques- 
tions of identification. 

Splitting it very definitely into sylla- 
bles, he gave his name as John D. 
Rock-ee-fell- ur,“ and added:

Then he proceeded to the reading of 
his answers to the questions submitted 
dy the commission. He moistened the 
sides of his nose with a finger-tip be- 
fore he adjusted a pair of rimless eye- 
glasses, and with hands that trembled 
visibly he opened the manfuscript he 
drew from an inside pocket. 

In a voice that rose and fell with a 
nasal twang, Rockefeller read at times 
at a rate of 60 words a minute. 

Rockefeller left the stand with an ex- 
pression of thanks to the commission. 

Gets Spryly to His Feet. 

Carnegie sat at the witness table un- 
til Chairman Walsh addressed him, 
then he got spryly to his feet to say 
that he lived at 2 East Ninety- -first 
street. Walsh said he understood Car- 
negie had prepared a statement, which 
he might read himself it he so desired. 
So Carnegie stood, holding his manu- 
script, in both hands at first, but soon 
freeing his right hand to gesticulate, 
while made quick little shrugs of 
his shoulders. 

Carnegie's enjoyment of his oppor- 
tunity began with the first words of 
his statement. He paused to chuckle 
over what he had to say about Henry 
Ford and the audience joined him. 

„I have read with deep interest the 
testimony given before you,” read Car- 
negie, by many millionaires, Messrs. 
Schiff, Belmont, Guggenheim and Perk- 
ins, and notably Miss .Tarbell, who, 
though not a millionaire, certainly de- 
serves to be.

welfare of the company required that he 
should not be in the country at the 
time.

His pres- 
ent business, he said, was to do all 
the good he could in this world: He 
sketched the growth of his steel busi- 
ness and said he never had such a 
good time in his life’’ as when he was 
talking to his employes. The men liked 
him, too, he said. ‘“‘When they call 
you Andy instead of Andrew or Mr.

Aside from the letter of gift transfer- 
ring $100,000,000 to the Rockefeller foun- 
dation, Mr, Rockefeller knew of no other 
deed to the money. He said he had 
never worried’ about the money, rever:- 
ing to himself or his heirs after his 
death, in case the Legislature’ should 
revoke the charter.

FROM COSSACKS 


Mrs. Ray Bonze, Home From 
War Zone, Scared Them by 
_Saying She Had Cholera. 


Mrs. Ray Bonze, wife of H. Bonze of 
421 Cook avenue, who has returned 
from Galicia, a province of Austria, 
and other parts of the war zone, today 
related her terrifying experiences. 

Mrs. Bonze went abroad to visit her 
relatives in Jadlowa, Galicia. Within 
24 hours after her arrival, while at a 
party with 25 schoolgirl friends, word 
came that the Russians were approach- 


ing. The party fled to the woods. After 
a time, seeing no Russians, it returned. 
A Cossack accosted the women. ‘“Tiiev 
told him they were students returning 
from a picnic and he permitted them to 
pass. 

When Mrs. Bonze reached her parents’ 
home she Was told an advance guard 
of Russians had entered the town, but 
had been driven back. Firing was heard 
and Mrs. Bonze, her parents and three 
brothers went to the top of a hill and 
witnessed an infantry battle that cen- 
tinued for hours. 

They returned home and hid in the 
cellar. At night the Cossacks came, 
seized her father, took all the money 
he had, and gagged him and his wife 
and the three sons. They departed £2 a 
hurry when Mrs. Bonze told them she 
had the cholera. The family then re- 
mained in the cellar four days. The 
dampness forced them to leave it and 
occupy the first floor. Cossacks who 
again sought to enter were frightened 
away with the statement that Mrs.

NEW YORK, Feb. 6.—Evidence taken 
at a special inquiry into conditions at 
the German Odd Fellows’ Home, Yonk- 
crs, N. V., convinced Coroner James P. 
Dunn that eight of the aged wards were 
murdered by Frederick Mors, an orderly, 
vho confessed to Assistant District At- 
torney Murphy last Monday that he 
had chloroformed the men to put them 
cut of misery. ‘ 
Immédiately after the hearing ad- 
jeurned, Adam Bangert, superintendent 
cf the Home, was locked up in the 
White Plains jail as a materia! witness, 
pending investigation by the ‘Westchester 

County grand jury. 

Two orderlies—Max Ring and Fritz 
Reichert, who testified to the manner 
in which the wards were killed~are de- 
te ined in the Yonkers police station as 
witnesses. 

Mors, who is in Bellevue Hospital 
under observation, told detectives 
that three of the wards were killed last 
summer when the home was in the 
Bronx, and that the other five were put 
to death after the institution had been 
removed to Yonkers. 

Says Staff Member Knew of Murders. 

They were so old that they were;&

had intimate knowledge of the deaths. 

The story told by Mors, who came here

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A DISTINGUISHED FORMER Sr. LOUISAN. 

Alban Jasper Conant, whose death at the age of 
94 in New York has just been announced, had an 
important but now almost forgotten part in the 
art and educational life of St. Louis and Missouri. 

A Vermont man, he maintained himself at col- 
lege in the days before photography by painting 
portraits at $6 apiece and located in New York 
City in 1644 when Edgar Allen Poe was a familiar 
figure on the streets of that town. Coming West, 
he became a St. Louisan, continued his portrait 
work, conducted the research on the Mound Build- 
ers that gives the world his “Archeology of the 
Missouri Valley” and his “Footprints of Vanished 
Races in the Mississippi Valley,“ was for eight 
years curator of Missouri University and initiated 
the m nts that resulted in the founding of 
the State ‘School of Mines and the St. Louis 
Museum of Fine Arts. 

Perhaps his most famous work was his so-called 
“Smiling Portrait of Abraham Lincoln,” which 
was painted at Springfield during the campaign 
of 1860 on a commission from a St. Louisan, 
William McPherson. Others of his works of note 
were portraits of Henry Ward Beecher, Gen. Sher- 
man and Maj. Anderson. Nothwithstanding the 
distinctive place he had won in Missouri history, 
the last third of his lite was spent in the Kast, 
where he is recorded as winning new portrait 
honors even after he had passed his ninetieth

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Notwithstanding the great destruction to our 
shipping during the Civil War, 27.7 per cent of 
our foreign trade was carried in American ves- 
sels in 1866. : 

Ten years later the percentage had fallen to 
26.2. In 1885 it was 15.3 per cent, and in 1895 
11 per cent. In 1901 it had fallen to 8.2 per cent, 
but in 1905 there was a slight increase to 12.1 per 
cent. Since 1907 it has not exceeded 10 per cent. 
After August last considerable tonnage was trans- 
ferred to our flag, including Standard Oil and 
United Fruit Co. ships owned by Americans, but 
formerly sailed under foreign registry. Of all 
American trade during 1914, only 9.7 per cent 
was, however, carried in American ships. 

With an enormous expansion in our trade with 
other countries and vast increase in the number 
and capacity of ocean-going vessels, 50 years of 
peace have seen the percentage of exports and 
imports carried in our ships decline from 27.7 per 
cent, to which it had been forced by the handi- 
caps of a great war, to 9.7 per cent. Is nothing 
to be done? Are we to sit with folded hands 
while thé percentage declines to a still lower 
figure? Are we to ignore opportunities which) 
competing maritime nations lost no time in im- 
proving while we ourselves were staggering un- 
der the burden of war? 

It is a time for patriotic statesmanship, but we 
find only one practical measure revealing appre- 


gation. This is the ship purchase measure pro- 
posing that Government energy and initiative 
shall make amends for private inertia and 
neglect. Against this measure the leaders of 
the party which has been responsible for the 
decline of two-thirds in 50 years are opposing 
every form of obstruction that parliamentary in- 
genuity can suggest. 

A bette? way of defeating the Government plan 
is open to them. The powerful private interests 
for which they are acting can circumvent the 
administration by buying up themselves all the 
most desirable vessel property for sale. This 
would not only remove any excuse for the Gov- 
ernment plan but by gaining possession of the 
ships would render it impossible of execution. 
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UNDERSEA COMMERCE. 

It begins to look as if Great Britain, to avoid 
starvation on account of the German submarine 
menace, will have to build a fleet of undersea 
trading boats. A part of that huge war loan which 
England, France and Russia are jointly planning 
will have to be invested in a fleet of merchant 
vessels with nothing but their periscopes above 
the waves. 
submarine has a sailing radius of 8000 miles. The 
right kind cf vessel might, perhaps, engage in 
interoceanic trade. But at any rate, trade sub- 
marines would be of very great use in coastal 
shipments. And they might be used to meet the 
old-style ocean liners at agreed-upon places, out- 
side of the most dangerous zones, and take the 
cargoes in by the under-water route. 


The suggestion is equally good for German sea | 


trade. With all trading ships submerged, néither 
side would have an undue advantage. Submarines 
bunting submarines could play hide and seek with 
little prospect of damage to either opponent. It 
would be about as easy for German trade sub- 
marines to evade British warships and take food 
and other necessaries into German harbors as it 
would for British trade submarines to do the same 
for Engiand. With that sort of trading, no coun-
